CONFERENCE SHORTLY TO BE

MANILA, March 18.—10:3 a. m.—The en- 
tire American force has been reorganized;

Ovenshine; the Third and 22d Regular In- 
fantry, and the Oregon regiment, under 
Gen, Wheaton, and Dyer’s and Haw- 
thorne’s light batteries. 

Gen. MacArthur's division consists of the 
two batteries of the Third Artillery, 
the Kansas and Montana volunteers, under 
Gen. H. G Otis; the Colorado, Nebraska 
and South Dakota regiments, and six com- 
anies of the Pennsylvanians, under Gen. 
jale; the Fourth and Seventeentn regu- 
lars, the Minnesota and Wyoming volun- 
teers and the Utah artillery. 

A separate brigade will be assigned to 
provost guard duty, consisting of the 20th 
Regiment and eight companies of the 23d 
Regular Infantry.

The driver. seeing that he could not get 
in. was at last obliged iu go away. 

There was a crowd of men and women on 
the oppostte side of the street. They were, 
however, unable to throw any light upon 
the case.

MANY BODIE 
YET WN RUINS 


Number of the Windsor Dead 
Still Conjecture. 


SEARCH IS STILL DELAYED. 


WHEREABOUTS OF FORTY GUESTS 
NOT KNOWN. 


Small Explosions Constantly Occur in 
the Ruins Again Starting Flames 
and Wreck of Walls Must 
Be Pulled Down. 


NPW YORK, March 18.—The most com- 
plete list of casualties at the Windsor 
Hotel fire yesterday shows that fourteen 
persons were killed and possibly fifteen, 
without attempting to speculate upon the 
number of bodies in the ruins. Forty per- 
sons are still missing. Fifty-two names 
are in the list of injured whose where- 
abouts are known. 

Three fire engines and a hundred police- 
men remained all night about the burning 
building. Those engines poured six large 
streams of water on the flames, which 
would start up at intervals in spite of the 
firemen. Little explosions occurred every 
once in a while from escaping gas, the 


ipes having been smashed all over the 
ower part of the building, the only part 
that was left. 

Citizens were — a block away from the 
ruins as pieces of wall were falling every 
now and then and there was danger that 
the portion of wall at the back of the 
building and that on the Forty-sixth st. 
side might fall et any time he bit of 
wall on the Forty-sixth st. side tapered to 
a point and still held two chimneys in 
place. It will be pulled down during the 
day. The wall on the rear side, seven 
stories high, was still standing, but it 
looked as though it might fall with the 
first stiff breeze. The wall on the Forty- 
Seventh st. side was about two stories 
high and that in front on Fifth avenue 
about the same height. The wall showed 
breaks in them and had jagged tops, add- 
ing to the hideous appearance of the ruins 
behind them which smoKed anda steamed 
and emitted a bad stench 

Fifth av. and Forty-sixth and Forty-sev- 
enth sts. were impassable. They were cov- 
ered with debris from the walls of the 
hotel and in many instances flag-stones 
were broken by the great crasn of stone 
and brick. 

Gangs of men were kept all night at the 
ruins, ready to begin the work of removing 
the debris so as to find the bodies buried 
underneath. It may be evening before the 
work can be begun, delay being caused by 
the continual outbursts of flame and the 
great heat still clinging to the debris. 

Chief Bonner said to-day that no fire- 
men were missing. 

At 8 o'clock this morning a few men 
were set to work on the Fortyt-seventh 
St. side to tear down the walls. The con- 
tractors said that as soon as possible he 
would start the men to overhaul the ruins. 
tte would have 1000 men at work if that 
number were needed. 

At about 9 o'clock the rear wall of the 
hotel threatened to fall and the occupants 
of Nos. 6 and 8 E. Forty-seventh st. were 
ordered to leave their houses. The rear 
wail was bending towards those buildings. 
I'he building department wreckers tried to 
shore up the wall so they could be later 
pushed in, and small parts of it did fall 
in the desired direction. 

The gas company’s men were busy try- 
to locate the breaks in the pipes, so 
to shut off the gas, which was stiil 

burning. One big leak gave no end of 


trouble. 

Inspector Harley came up about 10:30 
with a lot of extra policemen. They were 
needed. as the crowd had increased largely 
and the danger of the falling walls was 
great. The water poured on the smoulder- 
ing ruins caused 80 much steam to rise 
that work was made very difficult.

The surviving daughter of Warren Le- 
land, Fanny, remains at the residence of 
ex-Gov. Flower. She is prostrated by the 
calamity that has fallen on the family. 
Warren G. Leland, Jr., stated emphaticaily 
this morning that though his father is 
prostrated with grief, he is not at all ine 
sane. as had been reported. 

“He is grief-stricken, but sane as he ever 
was,”’ said young Leland. 

He added that he thought the books of 
the hotel, including the register, could prob. 
ably be gotten at some time to-day; also 
the safe, in which there was considerable 
money and valuables of those staying in 
the hotel. The regiweter will be invaluable 
in clearing the list of the dead, missing 
and injured. 

At ll o'clock this morning the police had 
found no more bodies. 


With the first alarm came pandemonium; 
the gongs of the ambulances, which had 
been ordered out from every hospital jin 
the city, mingled with the clang of the 
bells on the rusaing fire appartus; the po- 
llee reserves from 14 precincts were turned 
out, and in the midst of it all men and 
| women jumped from windows and fire es- 
capes in their fright. 

Chief Bonner, realizing the desperate sit- 
uation, turned in a general alarm. 

As the fire reached headway, Police Com- 
missioners Hess. Abell and Sexton reached 
the hotel, and as they attempted to enter 
there was a crash at the elevator shaft, 
followed by a shower of sparks. One of the 
elevators had fallen, and the shaft had 
acted as a great flue, through which the 
flames roared to the roof. ess and Sex- 
ton attempted to get upstairs to aid the 
guests, but were driven back by smoke. 

The firemen were hampered. e people 
in the littl space around the hotel were 
|etruggling daperately to get out against 
| the thousands that struggied desperately to 

get where they were. 

Ropes were being thrown from windows 
in all parts of the hotel, and men and 
women were climbing out and attempting 
ta lower themeelves with their ald to the 
street.

Signing of Treaty. 


M. CAMBON TO SERVE SPAIN. 


"MPORTANT DETAILS ARE YET 70 
BE ARRANGED. 


Until the Formal Exchange of Ratifi- 
catiéns Uncle Sam Cannot 
Legally Call the Phil- 
ippines His. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—M. Cambon, 
the Trench Ambassador, called at the De- 
partment of State to-day and served forma! 
notice of the signature of the peace treaty 
at Madrid. Secretary Hay has indicated 
his preference that M. Cambon shall act as 
agent for the Spanish Government in the 
final exchange of ratifications. This should 
hasten the last formalities. 

feveral important problems will arise a6 
#09n as ratifications have been exchanged. 
Strictly speaking the act of making peace 
will not be completed until the formal ex- 
change of ratifications. The United States 
will not be able until them to treat the 
Prilippines as an American possession and 
the President will not feel compelled to 
disband the volunteer troops. 

Several weeks are likely to elapse before 
tne laat act of making peace is concluded, 
The questions which will then arise be- 
tween the two Governments will relate to 
the payment of the agreed sum of $20,0,- 
00) for sovereignty over the Philippines, the 
execution of the pledge given to the Span- 
ish Government that favorable treatment 
shall be accorded to Spanish commerce in 
the dependencies, the negotiation of a new 
treaty of commerce and friendship between 
Spain and this country and the re-esta- 
lishment of diplomatic relations. 

Secretary Gage exnecte to make the pay- 
ment of the . 000 by handing to the 
designated representative of the Spanich 
Government a warrant for the amount up- 
on the Treasury. 

It is expected that the final exchange of 
ratifications of the treaty with Spain will 
be soon followed by the announcement that 
she has sold the Caroline Islands to Ger- 
many. It has been an open secret st Madrid 
and Berlin for some time that informa!

St. Lonis Plunged in Darkness 
for Five Minutes. 


MUCH ALARM WAS FELT. 


THE PHENOMENON EASILY EX- 


PLAINED BY DR. HYATT. 


Sudden Shift of the Wind Caused the 
Fog and Smoke Blanket to Set- 
tle Over the City, Shutting 
Out the Light. 


A sudden shift of the wind at 8:45 o'clock 
Saturday morning drew over St. Louls a 
blanket of fog ana amoke which caused the 
already dark day te change to the dark- 
ness of night. There was genuine alarm 
felt all over thea city at what seemed to be 
& meteorological freak, but which is ex- 
plained simply enough by Dr. Hyatt, the 
Government forecaster. 

The winé which had bean blowing stiffly 
from the south veered in a second to the 
west. The change beuat back the thick 
clouds of smoke which are always rising 
from a big manufacturing city, and for 10 
minutes Or more there was no escape for 


them. As soon as the wind changed again, 
shifting once more to the south, the dark- 
ness was lifted and St. Louisans once more 
breathed easily. 

Dr. Hyatt, whose knowledge of weather 
and storms cannot be questioned, has never 
had a personal experience with a cyclone, 
and he was smiling and chipper when a 
Post-Dispatch nepewpes asked him for an 
*xpfanation of the quick transition from 
dawn to darkness. 

the matter with you people 
“Ever since 
a little smoke pateres over the city my 
telephone bell has been ringing steadily. 
People all over town seem scared to death. 
Why, it's nothing.’ 

It was then made clear to Dr. Hyatt that 
St. Louis is perfectly justifiable in «shaking 
‘n her boots when the skies grow dark 
without any necessary symptoms. 

‘“*Well,”’ he said, “I wasn't here three 
years ago, so I hope the people I laughed 
at over the wire will forgive me if I ap- 
peared to make light of their alarm." 

Then the doctor, as !f to atone for the 
scare, turned to a glass case of instru- 
ments. After a short examination he 
launched the pleasing information that Sun- 
day would be a clear day, and aérnirably 
sulted for the St. Patrick oarade. 

“This rain will cease by night.”’ said he, 
“and will be followed by cold, cicar weather. 
I should not be surprised to see the mer- 
cury g0 below the freezing point. This 
storm has been general throughout Mis- 
sori, but it is rapidly passing io the At- 
lantic Coast. The precipitation last night 
was 182 inches, which ise uncommonly 
heavy. It was accompanied by thunder and 
lightning. which at this time of year should 
be taken as a good sign. It means, or at 
least it ought to mean, that winter is 
gone.”’ 

The smoke-blanket of Saturday was much 
thicker than that which overhung the city 
Thursday morning. The reail streets had 
to be illuminated with arc lghts, the 
electric cars turned on their headlights and 
incandescent burners, and the office build- 
ings were lit up from basement to top 
story. In more than one building and store 
were the occupants so uneasy that they 
crowded ‘to the ground floor, lest a tornado 
was in the wake of the low-hanging clouds. 
The suddenness of the change brought no 
little danger to the men at work on the 
several sky-acrapers now in course of erec- 
tion. Fortunately for some of them the 
rainy morning had precluded the full forces 
going to work, but a few men engaged on 
the flooring were made prisoners for the 
uncomfortable five minutes during which 
the darkness was most intense. Half a 
dozen men were trapped on the third floor 
of the_new building at Sixth and Olive sts., 
and were forced to remain in one position 
until the blackness was raised.

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EVANS TAKES. LESSON 


“JIGHTING BOB’ FOUND OUT 
THINGS DURING THE WAR. 


——- = 


NEW YORK, March 18.—Capt. Robley D. 
Evans contributes a chapter to W. A. M. 
Goodes’ book, “With Sampson Through the 
War,” just issued. Capt. Evans describes 
how the Iowa joined Admiral Schley off 
Clenfiegos, May 22. 

“After saluting the Commodore the Iowa 
became one of the flying squadron and pro- 
ceeded to drift leisurely with it, off and on, 
Micawberdike, waiting for something—we 
hoped the Spanish squadron—to turn up.” 

Sumnung up the much-discussed question 
of how Cervera was bottled, Capt. Evans, 
after telling of the discovery of the Cris- 
tobal Colon, on May 2, in the mouth of 
Santiago Harbor, writes as follows: 

: We signaled to the flagship (Brooklyn), 

Spanish erulser Cristoba) Oolon in the har- 
bor,’ and the answer came promptly: ‘ 
understand.’ moment later a second 

anish cruiser, supposed to be the Maria 

eresa, Was discovered to the left of Cay 
ith, and still later the spars of a third 
Were seen over the land. The lowa was 
at once cleared for action, and everything 
was made ready for battle, as we felt sure 
the Spaniards meant to fight. If they had 
Wanted to escape they certainly had had 
every opportunity to do so. Lateron it was 
found that Admiral Cervera had entered 
the harbor of Santiago May 15, the day 
and almost the hour the flying Suadron 
left Key West for Cienfuegos. 

“It is therefore evident that the man- 
euvering of the flying squadron had noth- 
ing to either with forcing Cervera into 
Santiago or preventing his escape there- 
from up to 7:45 a. m., May 29. 

“On June 1 Admirai Sampson arrived on 
the New York, and the lowa ceased to be 
& vessel of the flying squadron. The Ad- 
miral’s pian of blockade was eubstituted 
for that of Commodore Schiey, and the be- 
ginning of the end was in sight.”

WAGON ALMOST DISAPPEARED. 


Fire Department CaNed Out to Rescue 
the Animal From One of the 
City’s Many Mud Holes. 


The Fire and Police Departments rescued 
a horse from a living tomb in the middle 
of a street in the business part of the 
city at 4 o'clock Saturday morning. 

The horse was hopelessly mired in a mud 
hole. Only his head and neck, and not 
much of the neck, was above the slimy 
mud, and had he sunk a few inches lower 
he would have been drowned or smothered 
in the eticky mud. 

This occurred on Sixteenth st., just north 


of Cass av., a part of the city where pass- 
oye if not good streets are presumed to ex. 
ist. 

Joseph Welsenberger is a driver for the 
McKinney bakery, at Sixteenth st. and 
Franklin av. It was 3 o'clock Saturday 
morning when Weilsenberger started out to 
deliver bread. He had gone but a few 
blocks when he came to grief. He was 
driving north on Sixteenth st. and wWas 
midway between Cass av. and Mullanphy 
et. when he was astonished to see his 
horse disappear. The animal sank out of 
sight. The earth appeared to have literally 
swallowed him. The wagon only sank to 
the bed. It would have sunk no further 
even had the street been water instead of 
mud. Weisenberger took another look and 
could see that his horse’s head was still 
above the ground, or rather mud He 
sprang from his seat regardless of con- 
sequences and keeping near the pavement 
discovered that he had driven directly into 
a@ mammoth mud hole. 

He approached as near as possible to the 
edge of the quagmire and tried 10 lead the 
anima] out. The horse was mére than will- 
ing to be led from the pitfall, but he was 
as powerless as though he had tallen into 
a of anickeand. There was no foot- 
hold and he floundered about in the mud 
and sank deeper and deeper. 

Weisenberger was almost as deep in the 
mud as his horse and wagon were in the 
mire. He realized that he was helpless to 
rescue them. He saw a policeman ap- 
yroaching. It was Gergeant Hannon of the 

ifth Police District. The aid of the ser- 
geant was invoked, but the peliceman could 
render no assistance that. weuld rescue the 
horse. Gergeant Hannon went to a patrol 
box and communicated. with police head- 
quarters. It was decided to invoke the aid 
of the Fire Department. 
Assistant Fire Chief Coughlin of the 
2th Engine Company was called into con- 
sultation. He ordered out his company and 
some of their appliances and went to the 
scene of the accident—if it can be called an 
accident. 

It required no Iittle ingenuity. patience 
and strength to get ropes passed around 
the submerged animal, but it was finally 
accomplished. Then, with a block and 
tackle, the animal was hoisted. and finally 
lifted clear of the hole into which he had 
fallen. 

Besides being literally covered with mud 
the animal appeared to be otherwise un- 
hurt. The fireman turned a hose on him 
and eoon the mud was beaten and. washed 

He was then rehitched and Weisen- 
berger drove away. He will keep a closer 
watch on St, ‘Louis streets so long as ithe 

resent authorities are in charge of the 
treet Department,

“The relic was laid away in the sixth 
century.” said Hadji Tahar to the- Post- 
Dispatch correspondent, “‘in a shrine of 
the Kaaba at Mecea, the hollest spot on 
earth, where it was watchs] dey and night 
by seven priests, each of whom kept one 
of the keys.”’

IMPORTANT TESTIMONY BEFORE

All the Witnesses From the Packing 
Houses Declare That the Cans 
Frequently Leak and 
the Meat Spoils. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Merch 18.—The beef 
Court of Inqviry resumed the taking ! 
testimony this morning at its headquarters 
+n the Midland Hotel, The court will prob- 
ably go to Fort Leavenworth, Kan.. this 
evening. . 

L. A. Rambo, who formerly worked 
the carmning department at Armour's and 
who had previousiy testified that at one 
time as high av 8 per cent of canned meat 
had been rejected after being prepared by 
his firm, was recalled. Ho said that while 
he was employed in that department two 
carloads of spoiled canned beef 
turned from the army. When

William Ritchéy, who had workea in the 
canning department, sa.d that a daily av- 
erage of 50 cans oF rcoust Doe! were re- 
jected while the Government order was 
being preparea. The usual precaution “in 
its preparation was taker. he helped un- 
pack tne two carloads roturned from the 
army; some of the cans were bursted: nv 
great amount of damage was apparent 
‘he rejected meat was returned to the 
cook room, reinspected and the good re- 
packed in new cases. 

James Talbot had packed roast beef in 
the canning department. 

Out of about 300 cases handled in a day. 
from 40 to 100 cans were rejected, gener- 
ally because of the cans leaking. The ay- 
erage rejection at the time of fill.ng 
Government order was about same as 
other times. He also helped unpack 
meat returned from the army. None of it 
Was bad, except as resulted from acci- 
dental injury tu the cans. 

n reply to a question from Maj. Lee, wit- 
né@s stated it appeared to him that tie 
m@it returned from the South had no 
be@n inspected before heing returned: that 
the boxes did not indicate any inspection 
had taken place after the meat had been 
Shipped from the packing house originally. 

Henry M. Campbell, an employe of the 
canning department, said that out of about 
6.100 cases packed daily under his inspcu«- 
tion, an average of WO). to 75 cans were re- 
jected. Of tie twe carloads returned from 
the army, but 70 to 80 cans were finaily re- 
jected after reinspection at the plant. The 
rest Was put back in stock: 

Gerald Miles, Who worked in the labe! 
room and had heiped unpack the returned 
army beef, gave practicully the same testi- 
mony as Messrs. ichey,' Talbott and 
Campbell as to its condition on receipt 
from the South. Replying to a question 
directed by Mai. Lee, Miles sa'd that the 
labels on the meat furnished the Govern- 
ment were acated., 

. J. LBowle of the packing department 
stated that out of from 50,000 to &,000 cans 
of meat of'all kinds, there was a daily 
average rejection of from 200 to 450, mostly 
because of leaky canay The rejected meat 
was reinspected, the Bad going to the re- 
fuse tank and the rest tnto stock. 

The canned roast beef delivered to the 
Government, witness said, was dated May, 
1898. In reply to a question by Maj. Lee, 
witness stated that the cases containing 
the meat returned from the army did not 
bear the name of the United States pur- 
chasing officer. The meat was in fair con- 
dition and he believed it had been improp- 
erly rejected. 

S. I. Couts, a packing room employe, tes- 
tified that an average of 20 cans out of 3 
cases were rejected daily because of dec- 
fective cans. 

H. L. Antone, foreman at Armour’s can- 
ning department, Who was yesterday in- 
structed to bring into court the records of 
cans rejectei during May and June, 18%, 
was recalled. His records were offered in 
evidence. One, for May 11, read by Re- 
corder Davis. showed that of 2,690 cans of 
meat cf all kinds put up that day, 238 were 
reyoome. because of leaky cans or for other 
minor causes. Antone went on to state 
that extreme precaution was exercised in 
filing the Government orders. The meat 
for the Government was shipped as soon 
as canned. He said that it is frequently the 
ease that fine leaks in the cans do not 
develop for three or four days; Meat fur- 
rished the Government Was put up In two 
and six-pound cans and all were dated. 
He was uncertain as to the exact dates on 
which the two carloads returned from the 
army were received. e court requested 
him to produce documents covering such 
dates, and a recess till 1 o'clock was taken. 

It was decided to start for Fort Leav- 
en@vorth, Kan., at 4:30 th's afternoon to 
resume the taking of evidence at the Gov- 
ernment post there. -veral army off'cers 
will be examined this evening. The court 
will @o to Chicago direct from Leaven- 
worth, leaving there Sunday evening.

classes of property. 

Under the present law mcney is assessed 
at its full value, while scores of other 
classes of property are assessed at from 15 
to 45 per cent. In at least one county of 
the State money is assessed at 108 per cent 
of its value. Under the new section the 
assessor dgves not have to accept the valua- 
tion of the owner of the property, but is 
obliged to fix the valuation himself from 
easily obtainable facts. The question 
arises whether this new section will make 
it obligatory upon the State Board of 
Equalization to assess corporation prop- 
erty upon the same basis, that is, ® per 
cent of its true market value. 

Auditor Seibert suggested this section for 
the purpose of securing an increase of the 
State’s revenues. In getting the section 
into the revised bill Auditor Setbert has 
shown wisdom, as it thus escapes the dan- 
gers which beset bills introduced  inde- 
pendently In either House. In the revised 
hill it comes’ with the weight of the Re- 
vision Committee's recommendation,

Island, both Senator Hanna and Vice-Pres- 
ident Hobart said that they did net know 
the Speaker was there until they saw the 
papers. The news, it appeared, was also 
surprising to others in the President's par- 
ty, who ordinarily would have Neard of it 
had there been any anticipatory commen: 
about the house on the subject. There is, 
nevertheless, a possibility that the Jekvy! 
Isiand trip, though not so intended, per- 
haps, by its principals. may have an im- 
portant political bearing. It may prove to 
be the reconcillation ground of President 
McKinley and Speaker Reed.

TEXARKANA, Ark., March 18.—Dr. J. 
M. Chambers, charged with abduction, is 
still in jail here. His wife still believes in 
him. Mrs. Nall, the woman who left her 
home ‘here when Chambers ran away, and 
with whom ‘he was arrested in Canton, 
Miss., is again pleasantly located at her 
home with her husband, who firmly be- 
lieves she was ‘hypnotized by Chambers 
and does not blame his wife for her actions. 

Nall hes received a letter from Mrs. Rosa 
V. Chambers of Cleveland, Ark., who says 
that from published descriptions of Cham- 
bers she believes that he is her husband, 
who left her and four small children to go 
with another woman, presumably the 
woman he lived with here. She also 
Says that if Chambers is the man 
she believes he is there is another wife 
of Chambers at Helena, Ark., whom he left 
when he married her There are four 
women at present who claim the spiritual- 
ist. 

An effort is being made to see if there are 
not a few more Mrs. Chambers within the 
borders of Arkansas. 

Back of the alleged abduction of Mrs. 
Nall ts the theory of hypnotism Cham- 
bers lived here with a wife and three chil- 
dren, and had been successful. He madea 
specialty of nervous diseases. He used 
hypnotism in his practice. He thought, he 
Said, that miraculous cures had 
been effected by hypnotism, called in the 
Bible_the laying on of hands. 

Three months ago Dr. Chambers; disap- 
peared. Mrs. Nall, who had been under his 
treatment, also disappeared at the same 
time. Detectives finally located them on 
Feb. 1 dn Mississippi. They were brought 
back. 

At the preliminary heartne the woman 
said that*while being treated by Dr. Cham- 
bers, he usei hypnotism entirely. While 
under that influence, she says, she left 
Texarkana with him. Almost continuously, 
she says. he kept her hypnotized. When 
not under the mesmeric influence, she tes- 
tified, she pleated to return to her home 
and husband, but the Doctor's only an- 
swer would be talismanis gestures of his 
hands before her face, and she could feel 
a strange sensation creeping over her. 

During Chambers’ confinement in prison 
here his wife has clung steadfastly to him, 
bringing his meals to the jail and sending 
him delicacies at all hours.

THE EXPORT TRADE REDUCED. 


Eut Wall Street Figures That There Is 
Nothing Alarming in This Phase 
of the Situation. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NBDW YORK, March 18.—The excess of 
exports for the month, while heavy 
(amounting to over $33,000,000), was still 
more than $8,000,000 below last year’s show- 
ing. There is nothing whatever alarming’ 
in the fact that our imports last month in- 
creased by $7,000,000, while our exports de- 
creased $1,000,000, but the figures furnish 
food for reflection as to whether the high 
water mark of prosperity has not been 
reached. For the eight months of the fiscal 
year the excess of exports amounts to $416,- 
000,000, or nearly as much as in 1898, but the 
divergence is apt to grow wider by June 30. 
As concerns the market for securities, how- 
ever, it is to be said that increasing im- 
ports of foreign merchandise will imply in- 
creasing exports of American securities, or 
certainly, at least, decreasing imports of 
them. A succession of such foreign trade 
yeurs as that of 1898, wouid have forced the 
return of all American securities from Eu- 
rope, and while this would not have been 
urdesirable of i.self, it might have long 
congested our local markets. There seems 
to be already a decided change in the cur- 
rent of the movement of securities. 

The general market opened lower, then 
deve'opel a great deal of strength, 
and, subsequently, lapsed into the ir- 
regularity that has characterized the 
dealing throughout the week. Active 


speculative interest was almost whol- 
ly engrossed. with Sugar Refining and 
| Brook.yn Rapid Transit. In the main these 
stocks were firm, though showing wide 
fluctuations. On the other hand, the Steel 
and Wire and Continental Tobacco shares 
were under pronounced pressure. Metro- 
politan Street Railway dropped sharply, 
and Manhattan was unsettled. New York 
Central, the Granger shares and the other 
Standard issues snowed irregular move- 
ments, though Union Pacific preferred was 
comparatively firm. Nothing definite in the 
way of news attended the movemente in 
any of the stocks named. The morning’s 
news contained nothing of a financial bear- 
ing. The London market was heavy on re- 
ported apprehensions of higher rates for 
Jnoney, but the foreign dealings here were 
limited to the sales of a few thousand 
shares of various stocks, 

While the bank statement’s figures were 
-far out of technical proof the showing on 
the whole was more favorable than had 
been anticipated, actual cash holdings de- 
creased about $6,000,000, which fairly re- 
flected the known cash movements since 
last Friday. The decrease in_ specie 
amounted to $6,140,000, representing the Cen-
